Emphasizes League to Prevent War As the Only 
Uto y It KiM Fa iths 

"'Ibis treaty was not intended merely to end this war; it 
was intended to prevent any similar war. 

"T wonder if some of the ojjixtnents of the T.c.T>fiio of N.t 
tion.s have forgotten the promises we made our people be- 
fore we went to that peace table. We had taken by processes 
of law the flower of ,our youth from every coimtrysidc. frt>m 
every household, :m<l we told tlioM> motlRTs and fathers and 
sisters and wives and sweethearts that we were taking tho.se ; 
. men to fight a war which would end btistness of that sort, and if 
I we do not end it, if we do not (U- the host tliat Inimar. concert 
of action can do to end it, we are of all men the most unfaith.'nl - 
the most unfaithful to the loving hearts who suffered in this! 
war; the most unfaithful to those households bowed in grief, yet 
lifted with tlie feclint; that the lad laid down his life for a great 
thing, among other things in order that other lads might nut 
have to do the same thing. 

"That is what the League of Nations is for. to end this w ; r 
justly and it is . . .to serve notice on Governments which 
would contemplate the same things which Germany contem- 
I)lated, that they will do it at their peril. ~ ) 

"The I.eague of Nations is the only thing that can prevent 
the recurrence of this dreadful catastrophe and redeem our 
promises. And the character of the League is based upon the 
experience of this very war. i 

"Don't let them pidl it down. Don't let them misrepresent 
it; don't let them lead this Nation away troin the high purpose 
with which this war was imitigtirated and fought. i 

"As I came throujjh the line of youngsters in khaki a few 
minutes ago I felt that I could salute it because 1 had done the 
job in the way I promised them I would do it. and when this 
treaty it accepted nca in MmW witt ant Jm^vc t* cross the seas 
again. I 

"Do you reahze, my fellow citizens, that the whole world is 
waiting on Atnerica? The only country in the world that is 
trusted at this moment is the United States and thay are waiting 
to see whether their trust is justified or not. 

"That has been the ground of my impatience. I knew their 
trust was justified, but I begrudge the time that certain ,gentle- 
men ol)lige us to take in telling them so We shall tell them so 
in a voice as authentic as any voice in history, and in the years to 
come men will be glad to remember that they had some part- in 
the great struggle w hich brought thia uncomparablc consttmma- 
tion of the hopes of mankind." 

Calling on opponents of the League of Nations to present a 
"better program" for peace, President Wilson tii. his speech at 
Indi aai^lis dec lar ed it is a case of "pwt up or sfcnt up.**
